LAST WIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

'" Iiairopo. 

Lo.N-BoN, Jan. 31 — Fully tliirtv lliou- 
sand i)ersons woro on tho ground at 
Greonwich this afternoon when Gladstone 
made his speech. Much oi)position was 
manifested, but tho concourse, in tho 
main, was good-natured. He replied to 
various aoousations made against hi in by 
Conservatives. Disraeli also addressed a 
laigo assembly at Aylesbury to-day. He 
said tbo dissolution of Parliament was un 
act of black treachery, which Gladstone 
had learned from the tactics of tho Asli- 
nntoes. Tho financial proposals of pov- 
ernmeut were not only a bribe to secure 
succosa in coming elections, bm were fal- 
lacious and unjust. A delicioncv would 
be caused by tho prompt remission of 
taxes, which would make neeessarv even 
more vexatious aud burdensome taxation. 
Tlie inattention of govornmont to foreign 
politics had led the nation into a costly 
war, ominous treaties and sham arbitra- 
tions. John Bright spoke at an immense 
mooting of his constituents in Birming- 
ham. He devoted innch time to the vin- 
dication of legishition whiidi Disraeli 
111 his speech had characterized as hairas- 
sing and recnjiitnlating the various 
abuses which it had abolished. 



Eastern States. 

St. Louis, Mo., Jun. 31.— A daring and 
successful robbery of a railway train was 
committed at Gads Hill station. Iron 
Mountain R.B., 10 miles below here. At 
2:30 this afternoon as the train wliicdi li^ft 
here at 8:45 a.m. came in si-ht, it was 
signnlled to stop. The switch w'a.s turn- 
ed and the tram ran on the switch (ruck. 
As tho conductor stopped off to ascertain 
the cause for stopping bo was met bv a 
masked man, a pistol phiced at his head, 
marched off and put under guard. Tho 
engineer, firemen, mail and express mes- 
sengers and other train men were then 
seized by live masked and heavily armed 
men and also placed under guard. The 
robbers thou wont through the entire 
train and took from the passengers abuut 
three thousand dollars and a l.u-go .iiiuu- 
tity of jowelory, and from Adain'.^ Ek- 
press mo-ssenger over §1000. Mail rob- 
bers then left in a southerly direction, 
aud after roloaso the train started south! 
The robbers left a note on tho train of 
which tho following isacojiy. "The most 
daring robbery on record— The south 
bound train on the Iron Mountain R. R. 
was stopped this evening by five heavily 

armed men and robbed of dollar.s. 

The robbers arrived at the station live 
minutes before the arrival of tho tiain, ar- 
rested Agent and put him under guard 
and thou threw train on switch. The rob- 
bers were all largo men, none being Un- 
der six feet. Thoy were all masked ami 
started in u southerly direction after Ihey 
bad robbed tie train, nil mounted oii 
blood horses. There's a h— II of an ex- 
citement in this part of tho country 
Signed K. A. Morrill." Tho robbers of- 
fered no violence to anyone on the train, 
nor did they harm the train. 

Omaha, Jan.— Great apprehensions arc 
expressed by owners of largo iierds of 
cattle which range between North and 
South Platte, and settlers who live nonv 
theP. P.R., iind on Iv'ipuhlicaii Ihver 
fear a general raid from Hod Clouds and 
Spotted Tail's bands of Sioux, and from 
tho Cheyeunes, Dakotahs and otherscom- 
biued. The supply of beef furnished 
these Indians being nearly or ipiito ex- 
housted, and there being"uo more iiionev 
witii which to ])urehaso more, they must 
depredate on settlers, or starve. Tlieir 
bands uuniber 30,000 and would laugli at 
tho handful of cavalry at Fort Jetteruiau 
and Fort Laramie.

Jan. 31.— The explosion to- 
day in Good & Go's, refinery killed one 
man and dangerously wounded three 

others.
